During th e heat of the day 
most of them will he found curb'd up 
on the ground and will be gray or al 
moat black in color with three light col 
cred stripes down the back. 
They may 
also be found on the stalks of grain 
or grass, and when found in consider 
able numbers, m ay be moving from one 
place to another. 
The w orm s are from 
an inch to an inch and a 
half 
lorn: , 
and are easily recognized when out 
seen. 
The damage, to a very large extent, 
can be controlled by the use of poison 
bran mash which, can b« made us fol 
iows: 
To 50 pounds of bran add 1 pound 
of Paris green or 2 pounds of powder 
ed arsenate of lead. 
Mix w'elL Tak e 
the juice of 3 orange s and 3 1- tnons, 
or a half dozen of either and run tie 
pulp thru a food chopper if possible. 
Add about a gallon of thick, cheap mo 
lasses and enough water to make the 
bran a damp crumbly m ass when well 
mixed.
